It was the week before Christmas, and 
for most Sacramento State students, it 
meant a long-needed rest from the rat- 
race of academia, Butthere was one more 
item on the year’s agenda before the 
Yuletide recess, and it was a big one — 
the schoolwide, departmenialized con- 
vocation this Thursday morning. 

It was an extension of the convocation 
held in the Men’s gym at December’s 
beginning. The convocation, which lasted 
four hours, threw the door open to inter- 
student dialogue like nothing else in the 
history of the campus, 

And now it was time to gather by 
departments, The college’s faculty law- 
making group, the academic senate, last 
week made it legal— classesare officially 
cancelled this Thursday morning from 
9 a.m. to 12 noon, 

The whole convocation business arose 
from the turmoil at San Francisco State 
College, From the beginning, Sacramento 
State had gained the badge of desiring to 
solve its problems by talking about them, 

For some on campus, the talk was just 
apparentiy more of the same kind of rot 
and rhetoric that doesn’t get anything 
done, But it seemed that, by week’s 
beginning, there was a lot more optimism 
that concrete things would get done, 
Students were’ planning meetings early in 
the week so they wouldn’t walk into the 
convocations without a method of pro- 


gression, 
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Sacramento State College 


Last Tuesday the Academic Senate 
approved by a 17-13 vote the General 
Education Committee’s recommendation 
for a revision in the General Education 
program. These revisions will be effective 
immediately. 

On May 28, 1968, the General Education 
Committee of the Senate approved and re- 
commended the following revisions: First, 
twenty-four units will be selected in the 
areas of Natural Sciences, Social Sciences 
and Humanities with a minimum of two 
courses (or six units) in each area. De- 
partmerts will be asked to use the present 
courses, or develop new courses which 
will contribute to the general education 
objectives. Courses wil! be used for non- 
majors, although the courses will not be 
limited to them, 

Second, nine units (or three courses) 
wil! be selected from basic subjects which 
will aid the student in the comprehension 
and use of knowledge in the three basic 
areas of Natural Sciences, Social Sciences 
and Humanities. Departments will be 
asked to ‘“‘nominate’’ courses to accom- 
plish this purpose. Approval will be 
determined by a college General Education 
Committee. 

Third, seven units of electives will be 
selected from courses in the following 
areas: (1) Natural Sciences, Socici 
Sciences and Humanities; (2) allied 
courses that aid comprehension and use 
of knowledge for the three areas; (3) 
and courses which are designed to ‘‘in- 
crease student involvement.”* (Courses 
which might be included here are health, 
physical education, some home economics 
courses, and introduction to business.) 


Relevant Education 


Fourth, six units will be selected from 
courses which, according to Douglas 
Michell, professor of psychology and Co- 
ordinator of General Education, were 
‘specifically designed to increase student 
involvement and help make their education 
more relevant.’’ Some of the examples 


Some students expressed some concern 
that the whole excitement surrounding the 
first convocation would subside to the point 
of returning to the original complacency, 
But the ‘‘President’s Committee on 
Campus Crises’’ was readying its watch- 
dogging in Monday’s meeting. 

Don Sturtevant, one of the committee 
members and an assistant professor of 
English, addressed himself to any such 
complacency. He noted that the sudden 
emergence of violence at the College of 
San Mateo, a campus with no history of 
racial and political turbulence, makes 
the job of the President’s Committee on 
this campus the more compelling and 
serious, 

And so the whole specter of violence 
on campuses also readied itself for a 
Christmas vacation, At San Francisco 
State, under the presidency of S,l, 
Hayakawa, Christmas holidays came a 
week early. Hayakawa had expressed con- 
cern that vacationing highschoo! students 
would come on campus to joing the troops 
in turmoil, 

So with the whole Reagan-trustees-SI 
State-Title Five-violence thing hanging 
over the collective heads of students, 
faculty, administrators, and genera! 
public, SSC prepared itself to convene in 
the following places: 

Sacramento State College Convocation 
on Thursday, December 19, 9:00 a.m, — 
12:00 noon: 


in this field are: seminars; courses which 
focus on topics of current interest; and 
courses which encourage independent 
study. Offerings will vary from semester 
to semester and wiil depend on the in- 
terests and skills of faculty members and 
the requests of students. A General 
Education Committee will have fina) 
approval of the courses. 

Last Tuesday, Mrs. Mariene Glover, 
assistant professor of nursing, supported 
Michell’s “philosophical rationale,”’ and 
made a motion that these principles be 
written into the General Education Com- 
mittee’s recommendations. 

Michell (in his report to the Academic 
Senate on December 4, 1968) had called 
for ‘'...no specific course being required 
for all students,’’ although the students 
would be ‘.,.required to participate in 
some learning experiences which differed 
from the traditional courses offered, and 
which were specifically designed to help 
the students make their education more 
relevant." 

Kelly Eldredge, professor of biological 
science asked, ‘“‘Why are 46 General Edu- 
cation units required here, when the State, 
through title five, requires only 40 units’ 
Does it impose a hardship on our students 
over transfer students?’’ 

Mictrell answered Pldredge’s question 
be saying, ‘‘The State Code, Title 5, 
required a minimum of 40 units for 
Sacramento State College, but the General 
Education Committee considers General 
Education of such importance that it 
assigned these additional six units, The 
college accepts the 40 units of transfer 
credit but these students must also com- 
plete the additional six units, so the 
requirement wil! be uniform for all Sacra- 
mento State graduates.”’ 


Back To Committee?

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mittee on the basis outlined in his state- 
ment to the Academic Senate on December 
8, 1968 which said: ‘‘The college seldom 
has been required, as it has by the changes 
adopted by the Trustees last year, to re- 
examine ‘undamentally its General Edu- 
cation program. The college has not 
voluntarily created opportunities to do so 
over the past ten years. Once the Senate 
acts, the General Education program is 
unlikely to be dealt with comprehensively 
again for many years, But to date we do 
not even have proposed solutions for some 
of the major problems of General Edu- 
cation. We should concentrate upon defi- 
nition of the work that needs to be done in 
committee, not attempt to do the work by 
action of the Senate as a committee of the 
whole, especially with the more pervasive 
issue of the crisis in higher education also 
before us.”’ 


Hand Vote Taken 


A hand vote was taken on Pattison’s 
motion, which was defeated by a vote of 
18 to 12, | 

A motion to adopt the General 
Education Committee’s recommended 
revisions then passed by avoteof 17 to 13. 

Mare Tool, professor of economics, 
moved to charge the General Education 
committee with the responsibility of im- 
mediately making proposals for the imple- 
mentation of the new program with specific 
provisions based on the concerns of 
Pattison’s statement. 

The General Education committee 
would have a five-fold responsibility: the 
selection of staff to the G.E. program; 
the selection of criteria for screening 
types of courses to include in the program; 
the relation of instructional methods to 
fulfillment of the aims of Genera! Edu- 
cation; the implementation of the changes 
needed to insure adequate offerings each 
semester; and the implementation of 
changes needed in the administrative 
structure of the program. 

Tool’s motion passed.

STATEMENT OF WILLIAM MELNICOF TO ART LOCAL 1593 





Your president has Leen in touch with me and requested m: 
presence at today’s meet), to respond to charges that have been 
leveled against me %) way of a resolution passed by your organization 
last Thursday. My appearance and m; presentation here are not to 
be construed as an apology 

First, let me begin by stating that I was both misquoted and 
quoted out of context by the press in the stors that appeared in the 
Sacramento Bee on Monday, December 2nd. In conversation with 
the author of that story on Tuesday of this week, I learned that in 
his original copy there were no quotation marks around the words 
‘constantly inciting’? and that the quotation marks had been inserted 
by someone other than himself, You should be to'd of the context within 
which ms actual statements were made, Early in the press con‘erence 
I made a short statemen to the effect that this meeting was called 
to convey to the public the idea that not all college professors encourage 
students to riot, commit arson aod other crimes You will note that 
the full text of this remark did not appear in the press, I further 
stated that [| feel that there is a great deal of misunderstanding on 
the part of the public of the role of the college professor in campus 
unrest, A period of time went by during which I responded to som 
questions by the reporters and other faculty members also stated 
their views. It is important to note that after reading the position 
paper signed by other faculty members, I did make a statement that 
from this point on each of us speahing speaks for himself alone and 
not for the group, I repeated this later on as the preface to the answer 
I gave to another question, 


Complex Paraphrasing 


Later in the press conference one of the newsmen, Mr. Spencer 
Ivler, asked me a question which was specifically in reference to 
the future on the Sacramevto State College campus, His question, 
paraphrased to the best recollection of both Mr, Tyler and m self, 
was something to the effect of, should there be unrest and violence 
on the Sacramento State campus at some ume in the future, did I feel 
that there are some professors on the campus who would respond 
or behave in much the same manner as those professors at San Francisco 
State who are demonstrating with the militant students’ My response 
to this question was ‘‘ves,’’ \nother newsman then asked me how many 
of our professors might respond in this ma wer and I tried to avoid 
the quesuion at least twice before finally responding that, in m) opinion 
there are probably no more than LU to 15 professors oul of our faculty 
of more than 600 who m t encouraye the students under the s« ircun 
stances, This appears io be the source of the misundersianding, At no 
ime did [ either say or imply that there are any professors presently 
inciting Or encourapiny Siuden iO riot on our amMpus

Unfair Judgment 


At the same mew ing 1 Which you gentlemen accused me + 
McCarthyism" you took the strong position that you would go on 
strixe should any faculty member be denied ‘‘due process.’’ Shortly 
after passing that resolution, you then proceeded to charge me, try me, 
convict me, and sentence me to academic assassination without ever 
providing me with the chance to be heard in my own defense, or even 
informing me (iat charges were being levMed agaiist me. At no time 
prior lO passing your resolution did any member of your organization 
yme to me and ask for the facts. According to Dr. Jerry Bellon, who’ 
was present at the press conference on Wednesiay, December 4th, 
at which time (ie attack against me was launched by !’ -ofessor Sturtevant 
and others, at least two reporters raised the question as to whether 
or not | had been misquoted, During your mecting on December 5th 
and prior to the passage of your resolution, one of your own mombers 
who is an attorney, and who incidentally was present at the original 
press conference on December 2nd, stated to you that you had an 
obligation to obtain the facts before taking action, Despite this admonition 
and the questions raised by the two reporters the day before, you went 
ahead and passed the resolution and allowed it to gain wide publicity 
in the mass media, thus damaging both my personal and professional! 
reputation, This attack on my personal integrity, despite the knowledge 
that you well might be wrong, could be interpreted as being a malicious 
act designed to discredit me, At no time was I afforded an opportunity 
to confront my accuser and make a reply, I was convicted on the flimsiest 
sort of hearsay evidence that would never stand up in any court of law, 


Search Conscience 


I now ask you gentlemen to search your collective conscience 
and answer one question, ‘‘Where was academic due process for 
Proiessor Melnicoe’?”’ Certainly, I was not afforded it by this organi- 
zation, In )our resolution you called upon me to make a public apology 
to the faculty. If anyone should make a full public apology, it is your 
organization for the precipitous and unfair manner in which you 
attached the integrity of a colleague without giving him 4 hearing.

Ken Cochran dwells in the fabulous 
world of computers, A graduate student, 
he is working on 4 research project em- 
phasizing the use of computers for 
business, He is fascinated by the com- 
puter’s potential usefulness to mankind, 
and he is very much aware of the 
tremendous impact microfilming and the 
computer will have on the student of 
tomorrow, 

“Someday soon, through the develop- 
ment of new research in the field of 
microfilming, students will ve able to 
check the entire Encyclopedia Americana 
out of the library and carry it home in 
one hand,’’ Cochran says with a smile. 
Before his friends can express disbelief, 
he adds, ‘‘Sounds impossible, but it 
is not,”’ 

The computer has the ability to store 
and manipulate millions of pieces of data 
within microseconds, It is for this reason 
that business, educational institutions and 
government are seeking new ways to use 
this tool, 





Under the direction of Willard 
Thompson, professor of business admin- 
istration, and with the help of people from 
International Business Machines (IBM), 
Xerox, and the local Sacramento Municipal 
Utility District, Cochran plans todevelop 
a program which will put greater emphasis 
on using the computer as an aid in pre- 
paring effective sales presentations for 
business, 


Accurate Info 


This will not only mean more efficient 
salesmen, but better informed consumers. 
The consumer publics can _ rely on 
the salesmen to have the most accurate 
and up-to-date information possible, 

The Time-Share concept also fits into 
Cochran’s project. One of the desired 
outcomes of the research he is doing 
will be to demonstrate that the tremen- 
dous potential of the computer is available 
not only to the big business which can 
afford the thousands of dollars required 
to purchase or lease one, but to the small 
business as well in the form of a time- 
share terminal, 

With the increased research being 
done in this field, programs will be 
available so that the small businessman 
can use the computer in his sales, 
marketing and accounting problems. 

Time sharing is a method of operation 
in which a computer facility is shared by 
several users for different purposes at 
(apparently) the same time, The termina! 
appears to the person using it to be a 
modified typewriter.

How It Works 


The operator (student, businessman) 
picks up the telephone receiver, dials 
his time-sharing service and piaces the 
telephone handset in a teletypwriter ter- 
minal, 

Within seconds he is on the line to ‘‘his 
own’’ computer, He wants help with a tax 
problem. Minutes later the tax returns 
have been calculated, The time-share 
user fills out his 1040 form and mails it 
to the Interval Revenue Service, 

Small businessmen can use the same 
procedure to audit their bank statements, 
and students can use it to do their math 
or science homework. 

The equipment and technology to do 
these things is available today. Even the 
price of an in-home computer terminal is 
now within striking range of many pro- 
fessionals. 

Some companies offer services with 
equipment included for about $200 per 
month. Time-sharing is the reason for 
this price breakthrough, The idea for the 
system comes from the fact that a com- 
puter’s full potential is rarely needed 
or used at any one time. 


Simultaneous Service 


By sharing the computer’s capability 
among a number of clients, costs alsocan 
be shared ard reduced. 

Today’s powerful computers can handle 
upward of 100 different subscribers 
‘*simultaneously”’ while seeming to give 
each individual undivided attention. 

The computer is at a central location 
and linked to remote terminais by ordinary 
telephone lines. 

The variety of services offered by time- 
sharing companies are only limited by the 
subscriber’s programming ability and ihe 
capability of the central computer. 

Currently, many schools, including 
Sacramento State College, have time- 
sharing facilities. Typically, these are not 
available for individual student use, but 
are reserved for faculty and graduate 
research, 

Time-share terminals are available for 
use by students on certain campuses, such 
as Dartmouth. At Dartmouth students in 
the dormitories can use them in solving 
difficult math and science probiems. 

One school district in New York has 
made the terminals available for use by 
local grammar schools and high school 
Students, as a part of their learning 
experience, 

Combined with programmed lessons, 
the terminals would provide for individual 
instruction not possible at the present 
time. 


Look of the Future 


Students in the future can look forward 
to having these time-share terminals 
available for their use in such places as the 
library, for locating reference infor- 
mation; in classrooms, for solving dif- 
ficult problems -—— such as statistical 
work — and in the dormitories, 

In today’s fast-moving society, there 
are few people whose lives are totally 
unaffected in some way by the computer. 
Our income tax is handled by computers; 
our credit cards are processed through 
computers; our telephone bills, our class 
records and our induction notices — all 
are part of the variety of services offered 
by computers. It is even possible to 
purchase a home through a computer. 


A family in Sacramento planning to 
move to New York can contact the real 
estate agent, give him a description of the 
home they want, including price, location, 
number of bedrooms and bathrooms, 
swimming pool and garden, and within 
seconds a centrally locaced computer in 
Detroit or Chicago will search through its 
memory files and come up witha home with 
the exact characteristics demanded, 

Sacramento is the first city in 
California to be linked with a computer 
in Detroit, Michigan, which provides in- 
stant data on homes for sale in this area, 

The Sacramento Real Estate Board 
provides the data for the Detroit computer, 
which stores information on available 
homes, 


Points of View 


Mechanica] and electronic line printers 
can do 300 to 1500 lines per minute. 
However, compared with microsecond 
speeds of a computer, ‘“‘the printout is 
like taking down the information in long- 
hand,”’ 


On some jobs & computer has to wait 
hours for the printer to catch up. C.V, 
Shannon, president of Stromberg Data- 
graphics, Inc., said ‘‘The computer 
has become a highly sophisticated printing 
press, but a relatively slow one.”’ The 
printout lag, he feels, has turned 
‘‘a gazelle into a sloth.”’ 


Dstagraphics 


Now Shannon’s company and others 
are trying to unleash the gazelle by linking 
microfilm techniques to the computer. 
Datagraphics, for one, has developed de- 
vices that convert a computer’s electronic 
output to letters and numbers ona cathode- 
ray tube; the data on the screen is then 
photographed on microfilm. The system 
can handle 7,000 to 30,604 lines a minute, 

Datagraphics, a subsidiary of General 
Dynamics Corporation, was the first 
company to exploit this new technique— 
COM—computer output microfilming. 

More than |0 years ago, when the 
company was part of General Dynamics’ 
Convair Division, it helped develop a 
COM system for the Air Force, That 
pioneering development led to the Micro- 
mation system which Datagraphics now 
markets. 

In 10 more years spokesmen predicted 
COM equipment and film will account for 
45 per cent of microfilm industry sales 
of $1.6 billion a year, 

This optimism is based on COM’s vast 
expansion of computer printout capability, 
plus sheer physical advantage of storing 
and retrieving microfilmed data, A further 
edge over bulky printouts is that the film 
is easily copied — a frame at a time 
if needed, 


Explanation 


“Your identity is not threatened,’

Foreign Land 


To me, it is evidence of a type of superiority complex when an 
\merican family requests the foreign student advisor of a college to 
send ‘‘some”’ foreign students for a Thanksgiving dinner or a Christmas 
celebration (though there have not been any at Sacramento State.) 
Many foreign students plainly resent it and refuse to accept such an 
invitation, ‘‘Why should they invite me for just these special occasions?” 
asked a foreign student, “I do not care for these sumptuous dinners, 
but I do look forward to the warmth of their hospitality, which somehow 
lies buried under the turkey trimmings and the expansive condescen- 
sion.”* 

Many students consider a valid indication of a genuine interest 
would be a weekend family picnic or a Sunday trip to the city zoo with 
hamburgers and soft drinks, where stiff formality would break down 
to informal] and frank chit-chat, ‘‘l want to go to an American home,"* 
remarked a Japanese student, ‘‘not as a foreign student, but as a 
person seeking communication with another person or persons,” 

This type of dialogue, however, would assume that the host families 
know a little about the country where their guest comes from. This 
knowledge need not be comprehensive, but enough to encourage the 
foreign student to speak more freely about his country. An international 
student could not be more delighted than when he has to answer some 
‘intelligent’? questions touching upon his country and his people, 
Questions on embarassing political situations or social customs (Is 
it true that Denmark has the highest rate of suicides in the world?” 
*‘Didn’t your country have four military rules during the past six 
years’?’’), questions which look eilly (‘Would India have to face famine 
if they butchered and ate all those sacred cows’’’) may best be put 
off, unless the student himself voluntarily brings them up. 

What is more important is the necessary follow-up when the host 
family invites the foreign students for weekends under less formal 
conditions. It takes more than a couple of telephone calls to make the 
international student realize that he is not forcing himself on them 
when he accepts another invitation from his host family, Accent 
must be on meeting the family, children included, Though they may 
annoy both their guest and their parents at times, they should not be 
left out. 

Perhaps the next time the foreign student wrote a “thank you’’ 
note, he would thank his hosts more for the wonderful time they 
provided than for the “first-rate’’ dinner they served, 
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Crisis Group: Lost In
